HIGk Contest Dxpedition 

The September ARRL VHF Contest was 
worked hy the WIQK crew from high atop 
Mohawk Mountain over the weekend of 
September 10 & Li, 

Dan/WLOK, Craig/NiABY, Dan’s Nephew 
Peter, and don/RALRLX arrived in 
Brookfield bright and early Saturday 
worming to load 3 vehicles to 
overflowing with various Rigs, 
Antennas, Masts & Tenting gear, They 
then traveled to the site near Goshen 
(T ariving about 2.9 hours before 
contest time. Vehicles were unloaded 
and the set-up of the five transmitter 
station, four rotatable wasts, three 
tents and one portable generator was 
begun. 

By just about contest tine they 
were on the airy on 2 Meters, 6 Meters 
228 Miz, 432 MHz and 1296 Mhz. 
Propagation never seened to happen, 
except for an auroura that began 
around tear-down tine, however, there 
was plenty of action on 2 and 6 meters 
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and numerous bursts of activity in the 
higher frequencies, 432 MHz provide a 
suprising number of contacts as did 
1256 MHz., 228 was active mostly on 
Saturday, 

Some of the mone interesting items 
noted by this rookie contester were 
rotatable push-up masts with the rotor 
wounted at the base and the now famous 
WOK Contest Tape wachine, which for 
those of you who haven't seen one, is 
a modified 8 Track player that 
automaticaly pepeats up to four 
diferent messages. It’s great for 
saving your voice when the bands 
aren't too active and is the 
technological forerumer to the 
digital voice keyer that Dan brought 
to Field Day,
